B liss is the UK charity for premature 
and sick babies, dedicated to 
ensuring that they have the best 
possible chance of survival and 
reaching their full potentiai. One in every nine 
babies in the UK is born premature or sick, 
which is over 80,000 babies every year, and 
Bliss provides invaluable support to families 
through one to one support and informative 
advice publications. Bliss also campaigns on 
issues affecting special care babies, as well 
as supporting research. 

in order to continue its fantastic work, the 
charity relies heavily on its volunteers and the 
general public fortheir time and fundraising 
efforts. Bliss has a large team of volunteers 
across the country who run family support 
groups and provide one to one support. They 
also hold a variety of fundraising events up 
and down the country, including Bake for Bliss 
and Buggy Push events, 

As part of these fundraising activities, the 
charity has a successful online craft dub called 
Bliss Loves Crafts. The club is free to join and 
provides access to knitting patterns, all of which

Next (and every alt) row: PurL

Cut yarn and thread through stitches. Sew seam 
and tie in all loose ends securely, Turn right side 
out, press lightly and fold ribbed edge upwards.

Using 3.25mm (UK 10, US 3) needles and 
Bubbles, cast on 24sts.

Next row; Purl.

Turn right side out. 

Press lightly then turn cuff up to finish.

Cont and work even in st-st over the 69 (75: SI } 
sts obtained until work measures 13.5 (1 5.5:

With Raspberry use mattress stitch to sew main 
shoe. 

Use Jade to sew the front seam for about an 
inch. 

Sew flower to centre of cuff. 

Darn in all ends. 



SOCKS (MAKE 2) 



With Jade and 3.25mm (UK 1 0, US 3) needles 
cast on 26 sts with either a plcot or traditional 
cast on. 

Picot cast on 

Cast on S sts, cast off 2 sts knitwise, place the 
stitch on the right needle back onto the ieft 
needie, *cast on 4 sts, cast off 2 sts, piace the 
stitch on the right needle back onto the ieft 
needie; repeat from * until you have 25 sts, cast 
on 1 St and continue as foiiows:

Pick up and knit S sts from side of heel and knit 
across remaining sts.

Next row: Puri. 

Next row: K1 0, k2tog, kl 2, k2tog tbi, kl 0. 34 sts. 
Next row: Puri. 

Next row: K9, k2tog, kl 2, k2tog tbi, k9. 32 sts. 
Next row: Puri. 

Next row: KS, k2tog, kl 2, k2tog tbi, k8. 30 sts.

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K7, k2tog, kl 2, k2tog tbi, k7. 28 sts.

Next row: KS, kZtog, kl, s!l, kl, psso, k8, k2tog, 
kl, stl , kl, psso, knit to end. 24 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K4, k2tog, kl, sll, kl, psso, k6, k2tog, 
kl, sll , kl, psso, knit to end. 20 sts, 

Next row: Puri. 

Next row: K3, k2tog, kl, sll, kl, psso, k4, k2tog, 
kl, sll , kl, psso, knit to end. 16 sts. 

Next row: Puri. 

Next row: K2tog across row. 8 sts. 

Break yarn (ieaving enough to sew seam) and 
thread through sts. Secure firmly. 

FLOWER (MAKE 2) 

Using a magic ring and Yeiiow, work 1 0 dc into 
the ctrcie. 

On iast St, pull White through. SI st into next 
St, ch 2, 1 tr in stitch, 1 tr into next st, ch 2, si st 



into same same st; repeat 4 times and finish 
off leaving a long tail to sew flower. Pull Yellow 
threads tight and dam in. 

MAKING UP 

With mattress stitch sew the sock as smoothly 
as you can using Raspberry for the main section 
and Jade for the rib. Weave in any loose threads. 
Sew flowers to the side of socks.

A Anna soysr it depends on 
the airport security and 
your airline. I have had knitting 
needles taken off me before 
flying so 1 would check with the 
airport and airline first. If you're 
worried that they might be 
taken off you then I would go 
prepared - if you are halfway 
through a project I would take 
it off your needles and keep the 
stitches safe by placing them on 
a circular stitch holder such as 
the one pictured above (£6.20 
from www.loop knitting shop, 
com). Even if there is a problem 
with your needles, at least your 
knitting will be safe!

Q My pattern asks for a 
brand of yarn that they 
don't sell in my local shop, so 
I was wondering if It would be 
OK to use another type of yarn?

EYE OF THE NEEDLE 



A Sarah says: It will be fine to 
use a different yarn than the 
one specified in the pattern Just 
make sure that you look at the 
stitch gauge in the pattern and 
the weight of the recommended 
yarn so you can buy a yarn with 
similar properties. Also, it's very 
important to knit a swatch as 
you may need to alter the needle 
size to match the gauge in the 
pattern. As you can see from the 
picture below, needle size can 
alter the gauge of the swatch;

between knitting sewing 
needles and sewing needles is 
that knitting sewing needles 
have large eyes for yarn to fit 
through. Also the point is blunt, 
so that you don't separate the 
yarn while you are sewing 
together, therefore I wouldn't 
recommend you using a sewing 
needle. You can buy knitting 
sewing needles from most local 
craft stores or online. I like the 
ones available at Hobbycraft.

Q When joining a new piece 
of yarn after finishing the 
ball I'm using I normally knot 
the two ends together and carry 
on knitting. But this leaves a 
knot at the front or back of my 
knitting, so is there a better way 
of joining two ends?

A io says: Knotting the yarns 
does work but there are 
ways of joining yams that you 
won't be able to see. When 
joining yarn because you've come 
to the end of a ball, you can knit 
a couple of stitches using both 
pieces of yarn then drop the 
finished ball. You can see how this 
is done from the swatch pictured. 
Once you have finished knitting 
make sure you sew in the ends.

Using 4mm {UK 8, US 6) needles and A, cast on 
10 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: *K1 , inc in next st; rep from * across 
row. 1 5 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 
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Next row: *K1, Inc in next st; rep from * to last 
St, kl.22 sts. 

Next row: Purl, 

Next row: Inc in first and last st. 24 sts. 

Next row: PurL 

Repeat last 2 rows once more. 26 sts. 

Cont in st-st for 24 rows. 

Increase for foot. 

Next row: K9, inc in each of next 8 sts, k9. 34 sts. 
Next row: PurL 

Next row: K1 2, inc in each of next 1 0 sts, k1 2. 

44 sts. 

Beg with a purl row, work 9 rows st-st. 

Next row: K2tog across row. 22 sts. 

Next row: Purl, 

Next row: K2tog across row.1 1 sts. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K2tog across row to last st, kl . 6 sts. 
Break yam and run through sts left on needle. 
Draw up and fasten off. 

NOSE 

Using 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles and black yarn, 
cast on 8 sts.

Next row: K2tog, work to last 2 sts, K2tog. 6 sts.

Sew the body seam, which runs down the back, 
and stuff firmly before closing. Sew the head 
seam and stuff firmly, as with the body.

Pin the nose in place on the head and pad it out 
with a little stuffing before stitching it in place.

Next row: K2, p2tog, purl to last 2 sts, k2. 29 sts. 
Next row: Dec at armhole edge on every alt 
row and at the same time dec on front edge on 
every row until you have 5 sts. 

Knit 4 rows g-st and cast off.

Next row: Knit. 

Next row: Purl to last 2 sts, k2. 

Next row (eyelet holes): K5, ^yfwd, k2tog, k2; 
rep from * ending last rep, yfwd, k2tog, kl . 
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Next row: K2, skpo/knir to end. 39 sts. 

Next row: Puri to last 2 sts, k2. 

Repeat last 2 rows twice more. 

Next row: K2, skpo, knit to end. 36 sts. 

Begin armhole shaping 

Next row: Cast off 4 sts, purl to last 2 sts, k2. 32 
sts. 

Next row: K2, skpo, knit to end. 3 1 sts. 

Next row: K2, p2tog, purl to last 4 sts, p2tog tbl, 
k2. 29 sts. 

Next row: K2, skpo, knit to end. 2S sts.

Next row: Kl 3, ml, p3, ml, kl4, ml, p3, ml, 
kl3.50 sts. 

Next row: PI 3, kS, pl4, kS, pi 3. 

N ext row: Kl 3, m 1 , p5, m 1 , k 1 4, m 1 , p 5, m 1 , 
kl 3. 54 sts. 

Next row: PI 3, k7, pi 4, k7, pi 3. 

Continue to increase in this way, adding 1 st 
each side of the panels on every ait row until 
you have 15 sts in each panel. 

Next row: Kl 3, pi 5, kl 4, pi 5, kl 3. 

Next row: PI 3, kl5, p14, kl 5, pi 3.

Sew the short ends of the headband together, 
then sew the short ends of the bow together. 
Fold in half with the seam at the centre back. 
Run a gathering thread through the centre of 
the piece and draw up to form a bow shape. 
Sew the bow to the centre of the headband. 
Embroider flowers and leaves into the centre of 
the bow if desired.

CAST ON - THUMB METHOD 

USE THIS FOR AN EXTRA-STRETCHY EDGE 



MAKE A SLIPKNOT 

START ALL KNITTING PROJECTS WITH THIS EASY KNOT 




Twist the yarn into a loop, and form 
a second loop of yarn to pull through the 
first one. 




Tighten the first loop into a tnot around 
the second. This will now be your first 
cast on stitch. 




Make a slipknot with a lortg tail of 2.5cm 
(1 in) per stitch that the pattern asks you 
to cast on. 




Loop the tail end of the yam around 
your left thumb, and slide the needle tip 
into this loop. 




Wrap the ball end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around the needfe. 
Push the needle through the loop. 




Slidethe loop off your thumb and 
tighten both ends. Repeat steps 2-4 
for each stitch. 



CAST ON - TWO NEEDLE METHOD 

USE THIS FOR A STRONG, HARDW EARING EDGE 




With the slipknot on your left needle, 
insert the right needle from front to 
back of the loop. 




Wrap the bait end of the yarn 
anticlockwise around the right needle. 
Pull this through the loop. 




Insert the left needle tip through the 
front of this new loop, dropping it off 
the right needle. 




Repeat steps 1 -3 as needed, forming 
new stitches from the top stitch 
on the left needle. 



CAST OFF 

WHAT TO DO WHEN YOU'VE REACHED THE END 




To begin, knit only the first two stitches 
in the cast off row. 




Push the left needle through the first 
stitch. Lift it over the second stitch and 
offthe right needle. 




With one stitch now on the right 
needle, knit anotherstitch and repeat 
step 2 until you reach the row end. 




Cut the yarn leaving a 15cm (6in) tail, 
and pull the tail through the hnal 
cast off stitch.

Who taught you to knit, and how long have 
you been knitting for? 

My grandma taught me to knit when I was a 
little girl I then didnt knit at all when I was a 
teenager, and it wasn't until I was studying for a 
BA degree in Fashion Design at Leeds University 
that i had to do a semester in knitting as part 
of the course, and reaiised how much I liked it. 
Luckily I could still remember the basics! 

How did you get into designing knitwear? 

I enjoyed my semester of knitting so much that 
I ended up specialising in it, doing both hand 
and machine knitting, and designing my own 
garments and other items.

I enjoy knitting in chunky yam that's made from 
natural fibres, so something like Blue Sky Aipaca 
Bulky is perfect.

Pinterest is a major source of inspiration - \ 
love seeing what other people are up to with 
yarn, and it's so easy to spend hours exploring 
beautiful images on there!
